W ashington. May Id.—The debate 
on the tariff bill iii the sonata is pro- 
<¥». ding w;th crowded galleries aud a 
la rg e attendance of senators and tariff 
leaders of the house. 
Senator Aldrich declared that the 
estimates of the house bill by its fram- 
ers of $60,000,000 increase of revenue 
if the bill should go into effect July I, 
was excessive. 
Mr. Aldnch pointed out as one ex­ 
ample the wool schedule, from which 
$24,000,000 out of $76,000,000 increase 
was expected. 
The importations in an­ 
ticipation of tariff change!, would 
make im portation for a year unneces­ 
sary. which would cut of this revenue 
almost entirely. 
Said he: 
“The secretary of the 
treasury estimates the expenditures 
for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1898, 
at $460,046,047.28. The finance com­ 
mittee estimate the revenue to be de­ 
rived in the -ame fiscal year from cus­ 
toms. if the provisions of the bill re­ 
ported by them should be enacted into 
law, at $1S2,744,000. This includes an 
estimated revenue from the temporary 
duty on tea of $8,000,000. The commit­ 
tee estimate the receipts from internal 
revenue for the same period at $170,- 
700,000. 
If we add to this the treasury 
estimate for 
miscellaneous receipts, 
$20.(HXM OO, and the receipts on account 
oi the postoffice, $96,927,076, we have a 
total estimated receipts for the fiscal 
year 1898 of $409,671,076, or an esti­ 
mated excess of receipts over expend­ 
itures for the year of $2,725,028. 
“ If the estimated revenue from the 
duty on tea and the additional internal 
revenue taxes should bo omitted from 
the committee’s estimate of receipts, 
there would be an estimated deficiency 
of $29,175,000 instead of a surplus of 
$2,725,028. 
The committee believe i* 
to bo the im endive duty of congress 
to provide iu tile measure under con­ 
sideration for a revenue win* Ii Will 
certainly meet the requirem nts of the 
government for the next fiscal year. 
••Assuming that tho necessity for ad­ 
ditional revenue exi ts, and of this we 
believe there can be no ques1 ion, there 
is no economic leasou, and certainly 
none that affects the public interests, I 
why beer and tobacco should not Lear 
their share of additional taxation. The 
committee believe that the duty pro­ 
posed on tea will not provo a serious 
burden upon tho consumers of that 
article.” 
in reference to the sugar duty Mr. 
Aldrich said: 
“The pressing necessity for securing 
greatly increased revenues seems to 
render a return to the Republican 
policy of free sugar adopted in 1890 an 
impossibility. 
The demand for reve­ 
nues Droposod aud the belief that every 
reasonable ell ort should be made to en­ 
courage the production of beet sugar in 
the United Mates led a majority of the 
linance committee to recommend the 
high rates ujion sugar which are con­ 
tained in the bill now before the senate. 
“ im portant changes have been made 
in schedule K, both on the rates on 
wool and manufactured woolens. 
“In dealing with the wool schedule 
the committee has suggested more lib­ 
eral rates to the domestic woolgrower 
than it has recommended for the pro­ 
ducer of any manufactured article in 
the schedule. 
It has also suggested for 
him a more effective protection than he 
has ever received under any tariff of 
the United S ates at the time of its en­ 
actment. 
The woolurower is given fcne 
benefit of a specific duty upon ail 
classes of wool. 
Under the operation 
of this fixed specific duty the amount of 
protection afforded will increase with 
each new decline in the foreign value 
of this new material. 
“The committee has aimed to give 
the woolgrowers a rate of duty which I 
will average from IO to 20 per cent 
higher than the rates of earlier tariffs. 
In doing this it has given a higher pro­ 
tection upon the raw material than 
upon the manufactured product in 
every case. 
“ Very careful consideration has been 
given to the compensatory duty on 
woolen goods, with the result of reduc­ 
ing the compensatory rates on low 
grade goods, into whose manufacture 
more or less other materials than wool 
enter. On the high grades compensa­ 
tory duties are fixed on the same basis 
that has obtained in all previous tariffs. 
“The house bill rate of 82 per cent 
on carpet wools coating less than 13 I 
cents a pound has created more agita­ 
tion and opposition than any other 
feature of the wool schedule. 
It is al­ 
leged by the woolgrowers that this low 
rate of duty on carpet wools destroys 
the 
effectiveness of 
the protection 
afforded upon the higher grades of 
wool, by reason of the temptation it 
affere to import these low wools to be 
used in cheviots, golf suitings and other 
popular fabrics which do not require 
fine wools. 
“To remove all possible ground for 
complaint on this score they have fixed 
Hie duties on clat! 3 wools at 4 cents a 


pound under ID cents in value ana ut < 
cents a j ound over that valuation. 
Under these duties the ad va O r e m 
equivalents will range tm fhe various 
oilfwi from J.') per cent up to Ho *>er cent, 
and, in s me im-fauces, 70 per Tent, and 
they are higher than in any previous 
law. 
It is certain that under the-e 
duties foreign Carpet wools cannot be 
imported to take the place o! domestic 
wools in the cloth manufactxre. 
“At the time the bill was reported 
the committee stated in their behalf 
that an amendment looking to the 
more rapid development and extension 
of reciprocal trade with foreign coun­ 
tries would be reported from the com­ 
mittee at a later day. The committee 
have not yet found the opportunity to 
prepare such an amendment. It seemed 
to them that the provisions of the house 
bill in this respect would not prove 
effective. 
It is the purpose of the com­ 
mittee to prepare a provision which 
will enable the government of the 
United States, within certain fixed 
limits and without further legislative 
action, to enter upon arrangements or 
to negotiate reciprocity treaties Ii ohing 
to an extension of our foreign trade.” 
Mr. Pettigrew presented the amend­ 
ment of which he has heretofore given 
notice that when articles are niunufuct- 
ared by a trust articles of such charac­ 
ter imported from abroad shall be free 
of duty. 
He said lie would ask its 
consideration immediately after the 
committee amendments. 
Mr. Vest, Democratic member of the 
finance committee, was then recog­ 
nized. 
“ We know,” he said, “the des­ 
perate condition of the country, the 
ruined homes, the blasted hearts. 
If 
prosperity can come from any source, 
even from our adversaries, we will 
bless tin* moment. 
I do not believe the 
imposi’ion of higher tariff duties will 
dispel the clouds hanging above us, 
bringing back the sunshine aud illu­ 
m inating the whole country.” 
It had been said, Mr. Vest proc eded, 
that adversity came with ti e advent of 
the Democratic party and prosperity 
witn the R1 publican party. 
But that 
adversity did not come wit! the advent 
of the Democratic party. Mr. Vest said 
he would summon as a witness no less 
an authority than Mr. William McKin­ 
ley. Tbejflonator rend from a riqiort 
made by Mr. McKinley on April I, 
1890, setting forth the distress which 
the farm* rs of the country were suff er­ 
ing.

He was anxious not to ts? considered 
lacking in respe ct for the French court, 
where much form ality regarding dress 
was observed, but he knew it would be 
an affi'Ctatiou for^o simple a repub­ 
lican as he w as to im itate the court 
dn ss. He decided, therefore, and wise­ 
ly , to appc'ar in a plain suit of black 
velvet, w ith w hite silk sbickings and 
black shfS'S. 
Nevertheless, he deemed it best to 
make one concession to the French fash­ 
ion of the tim e by wearing a w ig— 
something whic h he had not been ac­ 
customed to do. 
He ordered of a wig 
maker the largest one the man had, 
aiiil in M« *asou for the presentation the 
man him self brought the wig and set 
about try ing it on.
